L, H, N, Salyer, was a colonel 
in the Confederate Army during 
the Civil War and was one of the 
early settlers of Letcher County. 

As a young girl, she moved 
with her family to Hindman, 
where she lived until she was 
married in 1902, She and her 
husband set up housekeeping in

have a bathtub, 

Her husband, an _ attorney, 
practiced law here and was ac- 


tive in coal land acquisition. 
He helped to develop the Kings- 
creek cannelcoal area and dealt 
extensively in coal lands. 

The Fields family moved in 
1920 to Lexington, where Fields 
practiced law for 17 years, 
Then they went to DeLand, Fla., 
where they stayed seven years. 
They returned to Whitesburg a- 
bout 26 years ago and lived at 
Fieldcliff until after the death 
of Fields in 1951, 

Mrs, Fields was active in club 
work, She was interested in her 
family history and in the history 
of the Civil War, She was a life 
member of Hester Chapter, Or- 
der of the Eastern Star anda 
member of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, 
the Woman's Club and the 
Methodist Church, 

She is survived by two daugh- 
ters, Mrs, Don Brown of Whites- 
burg and Mrs, Louise-Kelsey of 
St. Petersburg, Fla.; two sons, 
Leroy Fields, Whitesburg, and 
D,.

Persons over 20 should have an 
X-ray examination every year. 


ASC sign-up reopens 


R,B, Caudill, chairman of the 
Letcher County ASC Committee, 
announced today that cost- 
sharing with farmers is available 
through the Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program for the purpose 
of carrying out needed soil and 
water Conservation practices dur- 
ing the second sign-up period 
for 1961, 

This period began July 1 and 
ends December 31, 1961, Farm- 
ers who planto carry out conser- 
vation measures this fall and 
who need assistance may request 
practice cost-sharing at the 
county ASCS office, Caudill 
said, 

Practices which farmers may 
apply and are available for cost- 
sharing fall into three main 
categories: (1) the establishment 
of permanent protective cover, 
(2) the protection of established 
cover, and (3) conservation and 
disposal of water, These soil and 


water conservation practices in- 
clude the establishment of per- 
manent grass-legume seedings 
for soil protection; the installa- 
tion of stockwater facilities, 
including ponds, springs, and 
pipelines; improvement of a 
stand of forest trees; constructing 
drainage systems; and establish- 
ing waterways, 

In addition to the above prac- 
tices, the 1961 program is now 
open to receive applications for 
cost-sharing for the use of agri- 
cultural lime, It is especially 
recommended that lime be used 
on established grass fields, "Lime 
is a good investment," Caudill 
said, “since it supplies calcium 
and magnesium which are needed 
for plant gorwth," Farmers are 
reminded that soil samples for 
the fields to be limed are to be 
taken and submitted to the 
county agent's office, Cost- 
sharing for lime is based upon 
soil analysis.
